UNO's Student Senate voted Thursday to 
table a proposal for a letter which questioned 
the building of the Beadle Center for Genetics 
on the University of Nebraska-Lincoln (UNL) 
campus. 

Sen, Mike Kennedy submitted the letter 
addressed tothe University of Nebraska Board 
ofRegents, the governor, and the statolegisla- 
turoregarding thedistributionoffederal funds. 

Tho letter said in part: 

“Ata time when UNO is facing numerous 
budget cuts, the Student Senate finds it ironic 
that $31 miflion can be found to build the 
Beadle Center for Genctics in Lincoln.” 

Tho debate centered on the uscof the word 
“tronic.” 

“The idea that UNO should be equal to 
UNL is 100 percent (truc),” Scn. Mike 
Henderson said, “But the way this is written, 
the Beadle Center is being protested.” 

“f thinkit’srude,” Sen, Patty Driscoll said, 

Sen. Steve Meacham defended the letter 
and its original intent. 

“All wo're saying is: ‘If you can find $31 
million for them, find $31 million for us,"” 

The Senate voted to table the proposal in 
order for tholeucrtoberevised, butdiscussion 
was reopened after a five-minute recess.

kt is widely recognized cigarette smoking 
killspcople. Expertssay new help hasarrivedin 
the struggle to quit smoking in the form of 
nicotine-release patches recently approved by 
the Food and Drug Administration (FDA). 

Much of the background research for. the 
new patchcs was done at the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center (UNMC) under the 
guidance of behavioral researcher David M. 
Daughton, who has worked in the ficld of 
smoking cessation for more than 15 ycars. 

“Trwasbelicved (15 years ago) thatcigarette 
smoking was primarily a psychological habit 
and that bchavioral intervention techniques 
would work more effectively than anything 
else,” hie said, 


“Wo tried some standard, traditional group - 


programs and automated sclf-hypnosis and a 
numiber of other techniques,” he said, “After a 


timo, webecameconvinced thatcigarcttesmok-

ing-wasa physical problem as well as a social- 
psychological one, Andthe morewe worked at 
it, the more convinced we became that it was 
more physical than anything else.” 

Daughton said, he and his co-workers be- 
camcawareoftheintensity ofsymptomsamong 
those trying to quit. 

“Tt became clear just how enormously mis- 
erable they can become, with irritability, anxi- 
cty, restlessness, sleeplessness, anger, frustra- 
tion and the inability to concentrate.” 

At the timo, he said, the significant role of 
nicotine withdrawal had not yet been realized, 

“We now know years later that very real 
physical thingsarchappening when peoplequit 
smoking and for many people, that contributes 
to why they tend to relapse carly in their at- 
tempts to quit.” 

Two forms of nicotine supplements havo 
been approved by the FDA for use with smok- 
ing cessation: the nicotine gum, approved in 
1984, and now the nicotine patches, a delivery 
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acto through tic kin, 

Although a great aid for some, the nicotine 
gum was ineffective for others, Part of the 
difficulty, Daughton said, relates to how nico- 
tine gets into the system. 

Daughton said there also are a few other 


problems with the nicotine gum. 


“There are things that block the absorption 
of nicotine, for instance cafice or cola, almost 
anything particularly acidic. Somepeopliedon't 
like taste of the gum or those with dental appli- 
ances are not able to chew effectively.” 

Becauss of the gum’s lack of effectivencss 
with some people, Daughton said, his group 
continued their efforts to devise an alicmative 
approach, Theseefforis resulted in the nicotine 
patch, 

“Ttis much casicr to use. It takes only a few 
seconds to beable toshow people how toapply 
the patches, The current recommendation is to 
apply it to a clean, hairless arca in the upper 
torso: the upper arm, back or chest,” he said, 


iissoacsultiecualuthonseetinenaeies 
is tho dese delivered and the duration of deliv- 
ery, he said. Daughton said research found 
these wearing the pateh for less than 24 hours 
had a higher success rate. 

Daughton said by removing the patch at 
night, the amountof nicotine delivered ina24- 
hour period diminishes by one third, which 
providesa bridge toward moving to the smafler 
patches, and eventually, tone patch atall, 

Overall, Daughton said, response has been 
highly encouraging, 

“There have been about cight or nine major 
studies on the nicotine patches worldwide, and 
every study showedaclearimprovementinquit 
raics among patch wearers over those wearing 
inactive patches,” 

These findings, he said, correlate closely 
with his group’s results,

The state of black Omaha in education and politics was the 
focus of a Town Hall Meeting held Thursday as part of UNO’s 
Black History Month activities.

Davis said black students often fecla financial crunch in their 
pursuit forhighcreducation. Hereported more than 200students 
applied for the 21 Davis scholarships offered. 

“Thoneed isoverwhelming,” Davis said. ‘“Thereis atremen- 
dousamountof gifted kids and a tremendous amountof needs.”

i ANGELES (CPS) — Heterosexual men and women 
who undergo Hi¥V testing, education and counseling use safer 
sex practices after testing, even when the test result is negative, 
according to a university study. 

Tie UCLA School of Medicine study was conducted ata 
clinic for sexually transmitted diseases. The subjects were 
assigned to one of two groups. Ninety-four were tested for HIV, 
and 92 were not. 

The group which received the HIV test and the group which 
did not had similar sexual activities at the time of the visit. Ata 
follow-up interview, there were not changes in-AIDS knowl- 
edge, mental health or general health in either group. 

However, tiose who had been tested for HIV were much 
more concerned about getting AIDS than they had been one 
month before. 

“We were concemed that a negative test would encourage 
behavior for HIV, anditis very gratifying thatit isthe opposite,” 
said Dr. Neil Wenger, assistant professor of medicine and 
principal investigator.
